them with handsful of promisory 
notes drawn up against himself, aud 
odor them in payment. Or, what of 
the man. who would permit another 
to do businet-u in his name, and use 
him as security, provided this otk"r 
man would deposit, with him R bundle 
of those notes ho had givou to his 
creditors becuuao of bis inability to 
pay his debts. Prof. JOVOD.S, bays tho 
Bank of Scotland is tho bs-i' munsg- 
ed bank in Earopa aud "now holds 
only one-fourth of one per centum 
gold or full legal Lender to their ha 
bilities." 


The bank of Amsterdam existed 


for six hundred years, and wben Na- 
poleon declined to accept thoir notes, 
but \vante<l ''roal money, gold, God's 
money," it was found that;tLo bank 
had but one dollar in gold for each 
one thousand dollars of circulating 
liabilities. And tho bank of Amster- 
dam wont down forever. Faith had 
kept her up for centuries, Napoleon 
bad no faith. 


IQ tbo ran on the Bank of England 


in December 1825, the last dollar in 
gold had boen withdrawn, when the 
directors accidenlly opened a chest 
of five-pound bank notes, the sight 
of these restored confidence and stop- 
ped the panic! The bank could pay 
but one pound to each five hundred 
of its issues. Tbe bank thus avoid< d 
a suspension of the pretense of specie 
payment by a display of more bills 
upon which a promise of specie pay- 
ment was made. 
In tho nacic of 


1847 the bank resorted to tho_stralogy 
which it had accidentlv discovered iu 
'27. Again in '57 and '66 the p!uu 
worked like a charm. It was found 
that faith and specie were at par, by 
tho bank, and the people weio "saved 
by faith" from financial ruin. 
The 


way for an individual to increase 
public confidence in himself is to pay 
off his liabilities, the present govern- 
mental plan for increasing public 
credit is to increase the indebtedness 
or liabilities. 


It may not be uninteresting to 


know that tho entire annual gold 
product of the earth will not pay the 
interest on tho national debt 
of the 


world, which interest is payubte only 
in gold. Like the Hindoo cosmogony, 
our commercial world rebts upon the 
back of a credit-elephant, tLa cridit 
elephant, stands upon a papor rock, 
which resits upon a specie tortoise; if 
we u«k what the specie tortoise rests 
upon, the republican politician S(,ys, 
"The Groat Brahma does not want us 
to go any further down.'' 
The fact 


is, it rests upon nothing, or next to 
nothing, since the gold product of 
the world is made to support 444 
times its value in paper, and the gold 
of the United Stales bolsters up 100 
times its value iu paper. 
Yet it is 


one of the great achievements of tht 
republican party that it has given tht 
country "a ourrenay readily convert! 
bio into coin."
